Highlights of History 
of St. Johns 

1909 St. Johns beginning was on the second floor of Luxton School with a student body of 
ninety-eight and a teaching staff of four, and the principal was Mr. Campbell. The 
school colors brown and orange were chosen. 

1912 At last with the completion of the building on Salter and Machray, St. Johns moved to 
its present site. At this time the grades consisted of one to twelve. St. Johns is the 
oldest Public High School that is still standing in the city of Winnipeg. 

1914 With the outbreak of World War I, many of St. Johns students and staff enlisted in 
the different fighting corps. A plaque hangs on the wall of our school in memory of 
those who fought and died for our country. 

1925 The first Student Government in Canada was organized under the capable leadership 
of the principal, Mr. Reeve. Throughout the past years, the students of St. Johns have 
conducted a Student Government of which we can be proud .

1926 The first school yearbook, THE TORCH was published under .the guidance of Mr. 
G. Snyder. However due to the lack of student participation its publication was dis¬ 
continued for some years. 

It was also in this year that the school was converted into A Senior High School. 

1930 Once again, Mr. Snyder decided to try to publish a school yearbook. This time he had 
much more success. 

1935 The Dalton Plan was instituted after a year’s experiment. This plan was one in which 
greater responsibility was placed on the individual student. The period was divided 
into two equal parts. Half the time was devoted to formal lessons, and the rest of the 
time was given over as a study period. The results were very encouraging, but there 
were too many spare periods. There was no actual ending of this plan, but the teach¬ 
ers gradually reverted back to the old method. It was in this year that the school song 
“Jerusalem” was chosen.

1939 Great changes took place at 
St. John’s at the outbreak 
of World War II.

1948 St. Johns gained the highest number of points in the Inter-High Track and Field 
meet, shattering a 12 year losing streak. 

1952 Mr. Ridd succeeded Mr. Reeve as Principal of St. Johns. Miss McCord was Vice-Prin¬ 
cipal. With the opening of Tec-Voc, St. Johns changed from an equal amount of 
matriculation, commercial and industrial'to almost all matriculation. 

1955 St. Johns students won three out of five awards given by Winnipeg High Schools. 

1957 The school got a face-lifting when the tower was pulled down. 

1959 A banner year in athletics with the Varsity team winning the City Basketball Champ¬ 
ionship and the boys gaining the highest number of points in the Inter-High Track 
and Field meet. 

1960 This year St. Johns saw the introduction and confusion of the six day week. The new 
addition to St. Johns was started. Some of the plans are used as background on page 
2 . 

Future —The school will consist of grades VII to XII with probably fourteen hundred stu¬ 
dents to add to the spirits which will be better than ever.

When Lord Tennyson wrote “The old order chang- 
eth, yielding place to new” he was stating a truism 
which will be exemplified this year in the history 
of this school and its Torch. During the years since 
the Torch was first published in 1926, St. John’s 
has been a Senior High School—Grades X to XII 
and the only visible change in its exterior appear¬ 
ance has been the demolition of its tower a couple 
of years ago. Now we hnow that for the next year 
it is planned that there will be a huge addition to 
our building and we shall operate as a combined 
Senior-Junior High School with a staff and student 
body fifty percent greater than we are today.

they will, moreover, be dependent upon the mem¬ 
ories of persons associated with the school for stu¬ 
dents between 1912-26 when there was no Torch. 
They will, however, produce tangible evidence that 
this school, through its graduates, has made great 
contributions in the many phases of scholarship, 
citizenship and sportsmanship in Canada and the 
whole wide world. 

To the graduates and students whose names and 
pictures appear in this issue of the Torch we express 
our sincere hope that each may find his or her pro¬ 
per niche in our Hall of Dame; — that they may 
show the courage and courtesy, the prudence and 
perseverance, the reverence for God and regard for 
others which will lead to a truly successful' life.

Looking back at this experience, I realize that the melancholia 
and depression I felt were due partly to the over-dramatization 
which is so characteristic of youth. But I still remember tenderly 
the feeling of awe and reverence with which I went to my first 
encounter with death.

In 1668 the Nonsuch, a fifty ton ketch 
sailed from London to Hudson Bay carrying 
a cargo of trade goods. The fate of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company, and indeed, of 
western and northern Canada depended on 
the success of her voyage, for Groseilliers 
and Radisson had described to King Charles 
the wealth of furs found in the New 
World, but the existence and accessibility 
of this wealth had to be established. The 
valuable returning cargo was hailed with 
joy and the company of court Gallants who 
backed the adventure was incorporated, on 
May 2nd. 1670, as “The Governor and 
Company of Adventurers of England trading 
into Hudson Bay.’’
